To clarify the record, tine following is noted: 

Regarding the Office action of June 26, 2007, the previous rejections (as set forth 
in the Office action of August 28, 2006) under 35 USC 102 and 103 were obviated by 
the cancellation of claims 50, 65-67 and 76-80. The rejections were not obviated by the 

131 Declaration filed February 28, 2007. The previously applied references of 
Slaugenhaupt (American Journal of Human Genetics. January 22, 2001), Gill (GenBank 
Accession No. API 5341 9, January 2, 2001) and Slaugenhaupt (GenBank Accession 
No. February 27, 2001 ) were not applicable to the newly added claims in view of the 

132 Declaration filed February 28, 2007, establishing that these references were not 
prior art 'by another' and in view of the fact that the newly added claims filed April 10, 
2007 were entitled to priority to provisional application 60/260,080, filed January 6, 
2001 . The previously applied references of Anderson et al (American Journal of Human 
Genetics. January 22, 2001) and Rubin et al (2002/0168565) were not prior art to the 
claims because the claims as amended in the response of April 10, 2007 were entitled 
to priority to provisional application 60/260,080, filed January 6, 2001 . The previous 
rejection under 35 USC 102(b) over Boehringer Manheim did not apply to the claims as 
amended in the response of April 10, 2007.
